THE EI.KIS FIUHT. 


Attorney-General Elkin wants to be 


the Republican candidate for Governor, 
but Senator yuay is not agreeable and 
has decided that Elkin shall not be nom- 
inated, as his candidacy would be too 
risky to the Quay cause. Relative to 
their contention the Phila. Times re- 
marks : 


Though Elkiu has been badly used, he 


ia too thorough an organization man not 
to understand the penalty of disobedi- 
ence. Greater men than he have suffered 
it. 
While Elkin represented the organi- 


zation, his path was clear before him ; 
apart from the organization he is lost. 
It may take hira some time to realize the 
fact, but such is the teaching of experi- 
ence. He must eventually make his sub- 
mission and accept what may be granted 
him, or disappear from sight. 


Meanwhile, the spectacle of Stone, El- 


kiii and Beeder in revolt against the 
"boaaium" of Quay, Durham and Pen- 
rose, is most edifying to the people of 
Pennsylvania. Unquestionably, it is a 
levolt to be encouraged, upon general 
principles. There is always some hope 
loc the victims when the brigands are 
quarreling among tnemselves. But we 
suggest to our confiding Republican 
friends not to rush too quickly into 
Quay's embrace. The convention isyel 
some weeks distant, and there is time 
for many more new turns inthagame. 


PEACE PROSPECTS. 


The friends of peace will rejoice at the 


prospect opened up by the decision ol 
the Boer leaders in South Africa to trnve 
the various commandoes vote upon the 
terms offered them. It is inferred that 
the British terms are under the circum- 
stances satisfactory to the Presidents 
aud chief military leaders of the Boer 
Ilepubhcs, as otherwise they would not 
consent to submit them to the rank and 
ISIe. If the latter assent to loss of inde- 
pendence, they have the consolation of 
knowing that they made a good light 
and inflicted vast losses upon the enemy 
before they were overcome. In then- 
case peace will be with honor, as the 
world has nothing but praise for their 
courage, fortitude and humanity. The

th*ica. It was, perhaps, tmwise, in view 
of the result, to raise such an issue with 
a great power that the latter had to 
choose between extinguishing its oppo- 
nents or being itself extinguished, but 
for a while there was a fine prosnect ol 
success, and but for the error of loitei- 
ing about Liulysmith, Kimberly and 
Mateking, instead of going straight for 
Cape Town, the British might after all 
have been swept into the sea and have 
lost all South Africa.—Salto. Sim.

CROP REPORTS. 


FARMERS TROUBLED BY WASHOUTS AND 


FIELDS SHOW UP BUT POORLY. 


Reports to the state department of 


agriculture from the farming districts 
ot Pennsylvania indicate that at no 
period clurin? the last Qfteen yeara has 
the wheat crop shown so poorly above 
ground. The reots aeem to have made 
a very fair growth, however, and with 
fairly good weather until turveit a good 
crop may be expected. 


The exceptions to this are the hilly 


fields which slope toward the north and 
northwest, and which received the full 
force of the February and March winds, 
blowing the earth from the roots and ex- 
posing them to the drying weather at 
the most critical period of their growth. 


Many fields are washed into deep gul- 


lie.j, which not only are an eyesore to 
the careful farmers, but which also 
greatly interfere with the harvesting 
machinery upon which farmers must 
now almost entirely rely. In many cases, 
where the plow marks run up and down 
the slope of the hill the washes are more 
than fuirow deep, and cannot at present 
be effectually prevented, as work now 
done would interfere with the growth ol 
wheat to an extent which would prevent 
any profit. 


The timothy, sown at seeding time 


last fall, makes a fairshowmg, but it 19 
too soon yet to even speculate upon the 
condition of the spring-sown cloverseed, 
much of which was sown quite late in 
the season. Those farmers,who make two 
sowings of their cloverseed, seem to have 
the best crop and the plan is gaming 
favor among farmers all over the state. 


More than the usual area of potatoes 


will be planted in this state this year, 
and a large crop aud low prices may be 
expected. It is nearly always the rule 
that high prices are followed by an in- 
creased area planted, and the natural 
result of low prices and a large crop fol- 
lows. The time to plant largely of the 
potato crop is following a season of low 
prices. 


There is a growing disposition among 


Pennsylvania farmers, especially in the 
dairy districts, to throw the o<it crop out 
of the rotation, and to substitute lor it 
something ot more value as a milk and 
butter producer. Some accomplish this 
by building silos and planting corn to be 
converted into ailage. OMier sow Hun- 
garian grass, but the great difficulty iu 
curing tuis crop prevents many from 
trying it. 


A few have tested oats to be cuttfor 


hay. The crop, however, is open to the 
objaction that a rain after it has been 
cut washes the sand and dirt on to it,, 
almost rums it for hay. Some reporleis 
for the department ot aaiictilture claim 
that any crop which would make either 
pasture or hay would be a great boou to 
the farmers of the state. 


CORN PLANTING. 


Many of the tests at experiment sta- 


tions have shown better yields from 
planting moderately early, rather than 
very early; from planting a larger num- 
ber of kernels fer acre tbau most good 
farmers think advisable; fiom planting 
small growing varieties iu rows closer 
together than is best for large varieties 
from giving shallow and level cultiva- 
tion ; rather than deep and ridged culti- 
vation ; from planting rather shallow 
early aud deeper iu late planting. Other 
trsals have seemed to show that very 
frequent cultivation does not repay its 
cost;that it ID important to cultivate 
as soon as may be after rains; that dwu 
cultivation while the stalks are small 
may be helpful, if followed by shailow 
cultivation, says the agricultural column 
of the Hartford Times. It also adds 
that the farmer will be better satiMied 
if the tries some experiments of this kiud 
himself, and tries them more than one 
season, that he may be sure that the 
change in method and not the season 
has changed results. With all of wiucl:
